A robbery suspect was ar- 
rested in an East St. Louis gro- 
cery last night by Night Chief 
of Police Charles E. Carney Sr., 
who responded to a radio holdup 
call while on his way to work.

He 
said that if the workers’ inter- 
ests were consistently . affected 
by adverse legislation the work- 
er “might go down the road as 
far as necessary, even to form- 
ing a labor party.” 

“The American worker would 
mot accept a labor party,” 
Meany said, “for he is too inde- 
pendent. He is even independ- 
ent in his relations wi his 
trade union and I hopé that 
continues. It used to be ithat a 
trade union didn’t even talk 
politics but since 1947 we have 
seen the creation of a separate 
political department in the AFL 
and local and state leagues. 

“If you set up a labor party 
you are saying you want to run 
the country. We have nevér said 
that and as far as I know We are 
not going to say it.” 

Experience in Britain, 


Meany, who shares opinions 
of Walter P. Reuther, president 
of the CIO, in opposing an 
American labor party, asserted 
that the British Labor party, 
despite political advances, has 
not improved working conditions 
in that country as unionists have 
in the United States, “hy using 
our economic strength and be- 
ing sparing in our political ac- 


od 


“Now we are a ressure 
group,” Meany assertei, “and 
we make no apology fof it. We 
are not politicians. We do not 
claim that we can control elec- 
tions. Nor are we trying tb con- 
trol the nation’s policies . 
-“But we do intend to bring 
the facts to our awn people. We 
are convinced that fhe average 
worker if he was alile to cast a 
ballot against the Taft-Hartley 
act or right-to-work measures 
would do so. Since he cannot 
vote on such proposals we are 


trying to bring the records of | 


candidates before him on a non- 
partisan basis so that he may 
vote for or against people who 
have the right to vote on such 
issues.” 

Meany said that he felt there 
were more members of the pres- 
ent Congress favorably disposed 
toward labor than last year. The 
AFL, he added, is “not wedded 
to the Democratic Party;” its 
support of more Democrats than 
Republicans wag attributable to 
their legislativ

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No Retreat From Science 


The plain scientific relapse of the United 
States is causing anxious thought from univer- 
sity campuses to the halls of Congress. 

Representative Hinshaw, California Republi- 
can, has given the House a plan to exempt spe- 
cially qualified young men from military service, 
after 13 weeks of basic training. These young 
men would remain exempt while they engaged 
in acceptable scientific study or jobs. 

The House also has two bills from Represen- 
tatives Powell, New York Democrat, and 
Osmers of New Jersey, Republican, to subsidize 
scientific training. Powell's “National Defense 
Scientific Education Act” would provide annual 
scholarships for 25,000 candidates for scientific 
and engineering degrees, at a yearly cost of 
$50,000,000. The Osmers bill would train 1000 
candidates a year. 

Such recommendations have firm support 
from scientific and technological societies. Yet, 
as Edward F. Woods reports, they appear almost 
unnoticed in Congress. 

Why should Congress be worried about the 
paucity of scientific training? One reason is 
that Soviet Russia threatens to catch up with 
and surpass us *in quantity of scientists and 
technologists. In 1950, our schools graduated 
40,000 technically-trained students; the Soviet 
Union graduated only 28,000. By last year, how- 
ever, the number of technical graduates had 
dropped to 20,000 in this country—and risen 
to 54,000 in Russia. 

Aside from the many benefits which science 
should bring to the nation in’ the years ahead, 
this is an immediate problem of defense and 
national security. The issue was well stated on 
this page, last Nov. 7, in a reprinted article by 
the distinguished economist Alvin Johnson: 

Excited by the possibilities of the atom, 
we cheerfully spend billions. But the gen- 
eral science out of which atomic perform- 
ance grows we leave to the volunteering of 
private contributions. . . . And there is 
not a scientist in America who would 
testify that we are producing scientists 


enough to meet the mortal competition of 
Russia. ‘ 


It is obvious that this country cannot meet 
the Communist nations purely in terms of mili- 
tary manpower. It should be equally obvious 
that a strong defense now rests heavily with 
our scientific manpower. And whether or not 
it is wise to reduce the number of men under 
arms, as we plan to do, we would be exception- 
ally foolhardy to reduce the men in our labora- 
tories and research plants. 

Both the expenditures contemplated in the 
Powell bill and the deferments suggested by 
Congressman Hinshaw are modest proposals. 
They would cost but a fraction of our defense | 
budget and have slight effect on the draft. 

No nation has relied so heavily on science as 
the United States or will need to do so more in 
the future. Congress should be concerned 
about our relapse in scientific training—and 
more than willing to help correct if. 
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No More Fager Beavers 

It used to be that a St. Louis business man 
would make a trading trip with an inventory 
consisting of red flannel, hatchets, ribbons, mir- 
rors, the jewelry called argenterie, the fire 
water named eau de vie and a load of Brazil 
tobacco. He would return with a wealth of furs. 

Pierre Laclede Ligueste founded a fur trading 
post here, and founded St. Louis almost inci- 
dentally. The Spanish Government subsidized 
a fur company. Later John Jacob Astor’s men 
scoured the plains and mountains from here to 
Astoria seeking furs. Even a fairly recent 
edition of the Encyclopaedia Britannica says St. 
Louis “is one of the largest of all markets for 
furs, hides, wool, horses and mules,” 

Now we are saddened to report that the local 
fur trade seems to be going the way of the 
mules, not to mention horses. George Labuta, 
Conservation Commission agent, states bluntly 
that “the fur trade here in St. Louis is abso- 
lutely “dead.” He adds, “Unless a market is 
created for the less desirable furs very soon, 
the bell of death may be tolling for the fur 
business in St. Louis.” . 

If it is hard to imagine St. Louis without fur 
trade, it is harder to visualize a real fur capital 
‘Let us toll no bells, not yet.

Joseph Campbell's appointment as Comptrol- 
ler General is meeting opposition in Senate. 
committee because, among other things, he has 
never served in Congress ‘or been associated 
with Congress. A Republican Senator, Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine, is among those who 
have brought this up. Senator Symington of Mis- 
souri points out that all three Comptrollers Gen- 
eral so far have either served in Congress or 
been associated with it. Mr. Campbell himself 
admits that as the agent of Congress the Comp- 
troller General could not function properly if 
he were responsible to the President of the 
Executive Branch, : 

The possibility of conflicts of interest has also 
been raised, since Mr. Campbell is connected 
with banking and insurance as well as with 
Columbia University.

As a member of the Atomie Energy Committee 
before his appointment as Comptroller General, 
Mr. Campbell did not exhibit to the public view 
much force or independent-mindedness on the 
most controversial issue to come before him— 
the Dixon-Yates contract. Since these qualities 
are absolutely essential to the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral of the United States, popularly known as 
“the watchdog of the Treasury,” the committee’ 
should want to know what Mr Campbell stood ' 
for in the AEC, and how stoutly he stood for it.

How much does Chou En-lai’s rejection of the 
U.N. invitation mean? Does it mean that Com- 
munist China will have no part of the U.N. 
cease-fire talks to which the Peiping Govern- 
ment was asked to send representatives? Or 
does it mean that for the moment. the Red Chi- 
nese are making a propaganda play behind 
which they will find another route to a con- 
ference table at which an armistice in the Chi- 
nese civil war will be negotiated? 

These are questions that can be answered only 
by developments but there is good reason to 
keep an eye on India’s Nehru and his contacts 
with Communist China. Chou En-lai may very

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Our Schools: How Important? 

Do we Americans really believe that automo- 
biles are more important than children? Of 
course the question seems eccentric and frivo- 
lous. Yet‘on the opposite page Walter Lippmann 
virtually forces us to a positive answer—at, least 
‘in terms of money. 

Money, furthermore, is not an altogether ir- 
relevant measuring rod. Is the cost of building 
and maintaining, say, a mile of highway com- 
parable with building and properly conducting 
a public school for a year? It is not necessary to 
bring out the cost sheets and the budgets to 
work out this analogy to the decimal points of 
national averages. The implication is clear 
enough, We have been much more willing to 
pay for highways than for schools. 

The United States in general and Missouri in 
particular have expected their public schools to 
progress about the same way Topsy grew. The 
most important of all burdens—the development 
of one sound, sane, democratic, responsible and 
competent generation after another—has been 
pushed onto the schools. Second thoughts have 
been left to the P.-T.A. ts 

Missouri is awakening to its educational irre- 
sponsibilities, but already the question of greater 
state appropriations for the publie schools is 
being side-tracked by a renewed argument over 
an increase in the. sales tax. Of course the tax- 
payers will have to dig into their pockets for 
more school money. But the flat inequity of the 
sales tax has been exposed so often that it is 
amazing that it should be advocated by any not 
serving a selfish interest. ~ 

Instead ‘of riding this old merry-go-round, let 
the legislators study the well-prepared report of 
the 1952 citizens’ committee on public educa- 
tion. It would be most helpful if, in this way, 
they acquainted themselves with the shortcom- 
ings of our schools. In the process, they also 
might pick up ideas about sound financing—be- 
cause the citizens’ committee certainly did not 
overlook this fundamental. 

Everyone of the committee’s recommenda- 
tions need not be adopted, but their considera- 
tion is a good antidote for another fruitless sales 
tax fight. Or do we really believe that intelli- 
gent, energetic action is not necessary since the 
schools and their pupils are not that important? 
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That’s How They Work 

The House Elections Committee in Jefferson 
City. has approved a bill to let St. Louis enlarge 
its precincts to make use of voting machines. A 
voting machine can accommodate 700 véters, but 
most of our 783 precincts have only 400 voters 
or so. The new bill would permit 800 voters to a 
precinct. That means consolidations down to 
some 550 precincts, with fewer officials and a 
saving estimated at $700,000—all this and faster, 
more accurate election counts too. Only thing is, 
St. Louis has to acquire the voting machines. —

People Not Represented. 


What is happening, and it is 
apparent to anybody here who 
knows Government and observes 
it, is that the personnel of regu-

The aim is to produce a 
“sympathetic” attitude toward 


business, as it is put. What it 
means in terms of what actually 
has occurred is that the public 
no longer has in these commis- 
sions the public counsel it needs 
to protect itself. 

What is often forgotten—and 
what is not known to so many 
of our people — is that these 
commissions are creatures and 
servants of Congress and belong 


of last November’s Democratic 
election victories, a man who 
perhaps knows more about this 
whole problem than anyone in 
government today. 

Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney

In one of the strongest ehurch 
denunciations yet of color-line 
discrimination, the council of 30 
Protestant and Orthodox denom- 
inations declared yesterday: 


“Racial prejudice in any and 
all forms is contrary to the will 
and design of God. It is not 
merely bad, unfortunate, un- 
righteous—it is sin.” 


The message, approved by the 
council’s 125-member’ general 
board and addressed to the 
35,500,000 Christians belonging 
to its member bodies, said that 
“all life is one” by God's act 
of creation. 

“As a child of God, a man is 
a member of one family, the 
human family,” the message 
said. It added: 

“Any and all attitudes, moods, 
concepts, feelings, customs, 
practices, laws, personal and 
coHective acts, that arbitrarily 
separate men are against the 
human family. 

“If they are against the fam- 
ily,.they are opposed to the will 
ofthe Father. If they are 
against God, then, whatever 
maybe the basis for them— 
ignorance, fear, prejudice, or 
aught else—they are sin.” 

Phe message was drawn up 
for..use in connection with the 
churches’ thirty-third annual ob- 
sefvance of, “Race Relations 
Sunday” on Feb. 13. It was 
adopted last fall, but its text 
was not. released until yester- 
day. 

The message said “the 
churches are still largely segre- 
gated on the basis of race.”

‘Carmen Jones’ Is 
Brilliant Film Opera 


By Myles Standish 


HEN Oscar Hammerstein transferred Bizet’s opera, 

“Carmen,” into an American Negro setting’ back in 

1943 and called it “CARMEN JONES,” it proved the 
wntyersliy in skilled hands, of the opera’s theme of 
passion, deceit and death. This has been 
further demonstrated before the more 
searching eye of the camera in Director- 
Producer Otto Preminger’s CinemaScope 
version of Hammerstein’s adaptation, now 
at the ST. LOUIS THEATER. It is a bril- 
liant, blazing musical that clamps a grip 
on your nerve ends from frivolously excited 
beginning to powerful end. Its Negro idiom and realistic 
approach blend with the operatic music wonderfully well, 
which is not so surprising in view of “Porgy and Bess.” 

The original trick was accomplished by Hammerstein's 
pungent lyrics and ingenuity in reshaping the plot, and 
Robert Russell Bennett's musical arrangements, which by 
alterations, where necessary, in rhythm and coloring made 
the French music of Bizet, with its Spanish overtones, suit- 
able for Negro expression. 


Almost everything of the Hammerstein-Bennett work 
has been retained. Carmen works in a Mississippi parachute 
factory. Don Jose is now Corporal Joe of the Army guard 
detachment (a big guard for one little parachute factory, 
but we'll let that go). Escamillo becomes, Husky Miller, an 
idolized prizefighter. The smugglers are eliminated, replaced 
by Husky's entourage. The Habanera, sung by Carmen in 
the factory cafeteria, is “Dat’s Love (“I Go for You, But 
You're Taboo”). The Toreador Song becomes the boastful 
“Stand Up and Fight,” the limpid Flower Song, “Dis Flower.” 
The.gypsy’s song becomes a jitterbug festival in a cheap 
night-club, “Beat Out Dat Rhythm on the Drums,” with 
Pearl Bailey belting it out in her most clangorous style. 
The “Lily Pastia” seguidilla becomes “Dere’s a Cafe on the 
Corner.” The jovial smuggler’s quintet is made ‘“Whizzin’ 
Away Along the Track.” The card song is still there as 
“De Cards Don’t Lie.” Cindy Lou, nee Micaela, still has her 
plaintive air, now called “My Joe.”

Harry Belafonte, the night-club and revue artist, and 
Dorothy Dandridge, also a night-club singer, are both excel- 
lent as the leads. Miss Dandridge’s conception of Carmen 
has been softened somewhat in the transition, She 1s not 
the woman of primitive amorality, fatalism and unbridled 
passion depicted by, say, Rise Stevens at the Met. The 
philosophy that motivated her, the wild passion for freedom, 
has been lost somewhere, too. (However, the opera Carmen 
also was considerably toned down from the original wolfish 
and evil creature of Prosper Merimee’s novel.) Here Miss 
Dandridge is a casual and gay wanton who lightly changes 
lovers like tossing off a garment she was once crazy about. 
But there is a realism and vitality to her, and a frank sexi- 
ness that makes a couple of her scenes with Joe, in her 
cabin and ffi a squalid Chicago room by the elevated, fairly 
sizzle. As Joe, the personification of the duped male, Bela- 
fonte extracts both sympathy and liking. His murder scene 
wherg he strangles Carmen under the stands of the boxing 
aréna is surcharged with power.

Loneliness 
ls Mostly 
Unnecessary | 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


LMOST everyone who is 
lonely is in that sad state 
because he fails to do some 
very simple things. I think it is 
no exaggeration to say that most 
lonely people unwittingly have 
backed themselves into a dark 
corner from which they hesitate 
to emerge, although nothing 
bars the way to a much brighter 
life. Many of these need only 
a gentle, guiding hand to iead 
them. But first of all, they must 
realize that loneliness’ is usually 
entirely unnecessary. 
Widows don’t have a monopoly 


of loneliness, but I receive many — 
letters from women who have. : 
lost their husbands, either by. 


death or by divorce, and who 
tell me of the emptiness of their 
lives. Psychologist Lee Steiner 
studied several hundred such 
persons. She found it “a way of 
life, a way of looking at life. It 
does not respond merely to being 
introduced to other people. The 
lonely person has built up a set 
of useless attitudes. Before one 
can help him to be sociable, one 
must give him a new set of 
habits, a new way of regarding 


both himself and other people, 


before he will permit himself 
to be friendly.”

WHAT DOES such a person 
need? Mrs. Steiner considers it 
more fully in her new book 
called “Make the Most of Your- 
self” (Prentice-Hall, Inc., 70 
Fifth avenue, New York, $3.95). 
It will pay you to get this ffom 
your public library and study it 
carefully. 

“Most of the lonely people I 
have studied are unreasonable 
in their social expectations,” 
Mrs. Steiner declares. ‘Ask your- 
self this crucial question before 
you begin to feel abused about 
your loneliness. What do you 
contribute to a group? How is it 
different when you enter it? 
How do you make the group 
more interesting or more enjoy- 
able because you have become 
a member?” 

She adds: “The lonely person 
is often indignant and offended 
by such a response. They ask 
merely for the names of clubs 
which they can join, but are not 
willing to prepare themselves to 
be active contributors. What 
they must ‘really do is to select 
some hobby they would enjoy, 
then work to make themselves 
proficient in it. 

“It is this intermediate stage 
of preparation that irritates 
most lonely people. They want 
quick action. Perhaps they 
should have quick action, but at 
this stage we don’t know how 
to “give it to them.” 

If they will become proficient 
in something-4almost anything 
~—however, they will then find 
people who will welcome them 
and value them.

DON’T WASTE your time on 
a lonely hearts club, Mrs. Steiner 
warns. 

“The members are hoping to 
overcome their difficulties mere- 
ly by proximity. They won't. 
Something deeper must happen. 
Groups tl.at h ve meaning grow 
out df common pleasures.” 

Many people find this a hard 
lesson, because they are so de- 
termined to think only of them- 
selves and their unhappiness. If 
you develop a new way of look- 
ing at life, as Mrs. Steiner urges, 
you will begin to live a new life 
—and you'll enjoy it.

Sump Pumps, 

S we've said before, there 

are some basements which 

in spite of all you may do 
in the way. of waterproofing, 
have the bad habit of filling up 
with water at certain times of 
the year. 


This sort of infrequent flood- 
ing doesn’t necessarily harm the 
house proper, but it can ruin 
equipment in the basement ‘such 
as the furnace burner, washing 
machines ahd other stuff of this 
sort. 


The way to prevent the base- 
ment from flooding is to install 
a sump pump. A sump pump is

the water level begins to rise.

The best place 
to make this hole is at the low- 
est point of the basement floor.

Heart Research 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 
NEW kind of research may lay the groundwork for fu- 
A ture methods of preventing heart disease. It is basic 
research into the chemistry of heart muscle cells. 

The discoveries of surgical techniques (such as heart 
valve repairs) and such medical treatments as cortisone are 
what most people think of as medical research. They can 
be used immediately for better treatment of diseases. This 
kind of research continues constantly. 

A more important kind of research is that which isn’t 
immediately usable. Basic research seeks answers from na- 
ture of underlying mechanics and processes. Enough bits 
of this basic knowledge eventually can be applied to make 
big practical discoveries. 

It was Ejinstein’s basic discovery 50 years ago of the 
equivalence of mass and energy combined with other basic 
discoveries that made possible the present use of radio- 
active isotopes and the future use of atomic energy in in- 
dustry.

THE ANSWERS to many vital questions are being. 


sought from nature. What makes muscle contract? Does 
the same living chemistry take place in heart muscle as in 
other body muscles? In what way do the hormones, such as 
thyroxine, influence these vital reactions necessary to liv- 
ing heart muscle? What changes occur in the living chem- 
istry of heart muscle wheg it enlarges or shows other dis- 
ease? 

Heart disease—the damage to heart tissues from germs, 
viruses, pressure changes and poor blood supply—must oc- 
cur through changes in the basic chemical processes sup- 
plying food and energy to heart muscle cells. When these 
complicated life processes are better understood, then more 
effective ways of preventing heart disease can be devised. 

These still @nknown chemical reactions in the invisibly 
tiny parts of living cells hide the key to helping future suf- 
ferers from heart disease and perhaps even disease else- 
where in the body. :

RESEARCH DOCTORS spent 10 years after leaving 
medical school simply learning how to study the chemistries 
in living cells. They are devoting their lives to a field of 
living chemistry that nobody dreamed even existed only 20 
years ago. 

They work with bits of living tissue, measuring oxygen 
consumption rates of living while the tissue bits are bathed 
in solutions of various chemicals and hormones. _ . 

It is painstaking work, slow and repetitious, to learn 
even one new faet. This painstaking research work requires 
expensive chemicals (a cabinet half the size of one of your 
kitchen cupboards holds $10,000 worth of rare chemicals in 

‘small vials) and expensive equipment. This includes such 
special equipment as Warburg respirometers, ultra-contri- 
fuges, special freezers and split-second timing devices. 

Equally important are the trained, keen minds, devis- 
ing ways and using them to track down basic facts about the 
ultimate chemical reactions of living tissue. 

This work is done mostly in medical school research 
laboratories. It is supported by money from the American 
Heart Association, from the United States Public Health 
Service National Institutes of Health, and divers other pri- 
vate foundations and grants.

Retiring After a Busy 50 Years 
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MISS HILLIGASS TALKS TO MRS. JANE ESSON, A PATIENT AT BARNES. "MISS HILLIGASS RECALLS 
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THAT WHEN SHE FIRST ENTERED NURSES’ TRAINING, SHE WAS SO EAGER TO LEARN SHE HATED

OUISE HILLIGASS was sup- 

posed to retire from the staff 

of Barnes Hospital on Jan. 1 
of this year. After almost 50 
years in the nursing profession 
and allied jobs, it was felt she 
was entitled to some full time 
relaxation. She didn’t get 
around to retiring until Jan. 6 
and the reason is fairly charac- 
teristic of her. She'd been ill 
a few days during Christmas 
week and thought she ought to 
make the time up. 

“My Puritan _ conscience 
wouldn’t let me leave until 
éverything was in order,” she 
laughs. 

Both her sense of duty and 
her sense of humor have stood 
Louise Hilligass in good stead 
in her long and distinguished 
tareer. It is a career which 
included overseas duty during 
World War I, home duty during 
World War II as supervisor of 
nurses at Barnes, and almost a 
quarter of a century in between, 
spent building up the crippled 
children’s services at the Uni- 
sversity of Missouri hospital in 
Columbia, Mo. 

A happy career as well as use- 
ful, Miss Hilligass describes it 
best when she says, “If all 
nurses got. the pleasure out of 
nursing that I did, there’d never 
be a shortage.” 

This was true even in her ear- 
liest days, although nursing then 
was a rigorous, physically. de- 
manding job, which involved 
sweeping, dusting, scrubbing 
floors, cleaning tile, polishing 
nickel. ‘ 

Although her best friend was 
rejected, Miss Hilligass was ac- 
cepted for nurses” training be- 
cause she looked “strong 
enough” to take it. This she 
attributes to having been a 
“tomboy in a family of broth- 
ers.” The Hilligass family was 
“a Yarge brood,” which moved 
from their Jacksonville 
home to North St. Louis when 
their mother died and their 
“blessed 16-year-old sister” un- 
dertook to raise the other five. 
Father had been a Civil War 
Army officer, so training was 
“along the military plan,” she 
recalls. 

Louise always had a desire to 
nurse and she was the neighbor- 
hood helper in time of sickness. 
When she was 18 years old she 
decided to get a job as salesgirl 
at the Barr Dry Goods Co., pre- 
decessor of Famous-Barr. 

“My brothers just had a fit,” 
she says. “They said, ‘You're too 
young. There are too many bad 
men downtown.’ But I was stub- 
born, so I went anyway. It was 
good experience and did a great 
deal in helping me meet people. 
I used it later on in my nursing 
work.” 

Because one friend was study- 
ing nursing and another friénd 


insisted, “If she can do it, we’ 


can, too,” she applied to a school

of nursing. The girls were turned 
down at the first school, but 
Louise was accepted at St. Luke’s 
Hospital. She obtained the nec- 
essary letter of reference from 
her minister and reported for 
training on June 1, 1905. 


“And from the day I walked 
into St. Luke’s to this very 
minute, I’ve never been disap- 
pointed,” she says. “I was so 
eager to learn, I hated to go off 
duty each day.” 


She graduated in good stand- 
ing, went into private-duty nurs- 
ing a while, and then became 
night superintendent at St. Luke’s. 
When World War I broke out she 
signed up with Unit 21 from 
Washington University, along 
with many of the top nurses and 
doctors from the city. 

“I was fairly good at surgery,” 
Miss Hilligass says, “so I was 
appointed to a special unit to go 
with the British Army up to the 
front in Belgium with Rr. Law- 
rence Post and a surgical team. 
There was a battle beginning 
around the town where we were 
being sent. It was the town of 
Ypres.” 

She has many graphic mem- 
ories of arriving at the front, 
of being invited into dugouts, 
lighted by candles stuck in bot- 
tles, to drink tea out of cigarette 


* tins. Of spending the first night 


at the headquarters for the Brit- 
ish sisters 10 miles from the 
front, trying to sleep, fully 
dressed, under horse blankets. 
Of not sleeping, but listening to 
the endless tramping of feet on 
the cobblestones below. 

At four the next morning they 
were aroused for tea and gruel 
and then set out for the hospital, 
which was so close to action 
that stretcher bearers were 
killed bringing the wounded into 
the hospital. It was three the 
following morning .before they 
went back to their tents. 

“It was cold and rainy much 
of the time we were there,” 


she recalls. “Our uniforms con- 
sisted of regulation gray dress 
with a white apron and a long 
rubber apron over that. We al- 
ways wore boots and carried a 
gas mask and steel helmet. There 
was a good deal of a war up 
there, Ill tell you.”

VERSEAS from 1917 to 1919, 
( she did private duty again 
when she returned to St.: 
Louis, and then ahswered a call 
from an Army friend to join her 
in Columbia, Mo., where a flu 
epidemic was in progress. It was 
the beginning of a’ long period 
of service on the M.U. hospital 
staff, most of it as superintend- 
ent of hospitals. With the late 
Dr. Frederick <A. Jostes, she 
helped inaugurate services for 
crippled children and do battle 
for legislation and funds, and it 
is this phase of her work which 
she remembers most warmly. 
“One of the things I loved to 
do,” she reminisces, “was to take 
the children out on trips in the 
country, into the beautiful hills 
around Columbia. We'd take 


' sandwiches and milk and some- 


times cook a piece of meat on a 
stick. 

“It would break your heart to 
see those children let out from 
the third floor of the hospital, 
sit there feeling the leaves on 
the trees. I remember one little 
farm boy who hadn't seen the 
fields for a year, saying, ‘Oh, 
Miss Hilligass, look at the wheat; 
isn’t the wheat pretty?’” 

Some of them she remembers 
better than others. The little 
hunchbacked boy whose father 
was in the penitentiary and wh 
was “the toughest little fello 
we ever had.” She was deter- 
mined to change him so she 
“showered him with affection 
and consideration until we got 
to be friends and he developed 
into one of the nicest youngsters 
we had.”
